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A Htign Waterspout. 

•WliSls your ccrrespoatient and a 
fridnd were sailing in Groat Bay re- 
cently, they saw a huge waterspout — 
the first over known in tliat body of 
water. Our attention was at first at- 
tracted by a vit)lout commotion of tlio 
water, eovoriiiE^ a spiiou of probably 
twenty yards in tliamotor. By tlio nitl 
of a pair of inuriiiu fjhisdes wo watcliod 
it Rttoiitivoly dm-inir its foriiialiou, ami 
as It pursuud its rai)id llight to the 
west , wo were enabled to malco tho 
ifollow;iug observations: The body of 
water appeared to bo leaping and 
foaming with groat violence, and was 
traveling at tlio rate of eight or ton 
miles au hour. As it movod swiftly on 
its course it gradually iisuoudod to- 
ward a dense, olack cloud that over- 
hung it. Presently wo obsorvod tlio 
cloud to change in appearance, a por- 
tion' of it becoming elongated and de- 
scending toward tlie waters that rose 
to meet it, and as it drew tho water up 
into it, it changed from an inky black- 
ness to a much ligiitor color. 

The thing was now coni|)leto. and 
consisted of a mass of seething, foam- 
ing water, whoso dianiotor hatl incroas- 
ea to forty yards or more, to which 
wliA'JOinod a narrow funnel wiiich ex- 
tended at least a quarter of a mile up- 
ward, where it united with tho liuavy, 
black cloud that still hovorod ovor it. 
The funnel, if such we may call it, at 
first ran down in au almost |)orpcndic- 
ular direction, but soon changed into a 
double curve, aud as it swayed to and 
fro in the air it presouted tho appoar- 
a'nco ofa liugo rope connecting the 
mass of waiur with the inky cloud 
»bovo. 

Tho whole nlVair lasted, as near as wo 
■could judge, for about liftcoii minutes, 
when iho ujijjor portion gradually be- 
came less dense until it tiually disap- 
peared, while tho waters continuod in 
agilstion a 'little longer. From tho 
time we discovered it until its dissolu- 
tion it kept up the same rate of speed, 
Knd had any boats bcou in its path it 
would.have assuredly meant destruction

Parnell, it is 
understood, desires tho same men to con- 
test the county again in the' next general 
oloction, but a number of nationalists in 
Mayo olijoct to ParnoU'a dictutioii, iind 
propose quite a dilToroiit programmo. 
These diaaffootod loaguora took udvantajio 
of a fair held to-day at Balla to hold a 
secret meeting and discuss the political 
situution. They decided that they could 
no longer submit to the autocratic away 
of Pariioll, but would oxorciao tho right 
of iiidepondont jiidgineiit, and put in 
nomination caiididatua of tlieir own ao- 
lootioii. Their choice full upon Captiiin 
Boycott, recently tho most oxocralcd 
man iu Ireland, and John William Nally. 
The growing popularity of Captain Boy- 
cott ii one of the most curious facts of 
current Irish hialnry.

Distance to the Sun. 

(Prof. LsriKlsy In Soptcmbor Ceritur.v. 

As to tlio distance of 9:5,000,000 
inileH, a cannon ball would travel lb in 
about fifteen years. It may help us to 
remember that at the speed attained by 
the limited express on our railroads a 
train which had left the sun for the 
oartli when the Mayflower Railed froui 
Delfliaven with tho Pilgrim Faniier.s, 
mid which ran at the rate day and 
night, would in I88i still he a journey 
of aoiae years away from its terrealrial 
station. The fare, at liie customary 
rates, it may bo romarkod, would b<i 
rather over 500,000, so that it i.s 
clear that we should need both money 
and leisure for the journey. 

Perhaps the most striking illustra- 
tion of the sun's diutanoo is given by 
expressing it in terms of what tlie 
physiologist would call velocity of 
iiorve transmission. It has boon found 
tliat sensation is not absoiuttdy instan- 
taneouH, but thai it occupies a very 
minute time in travolling along tiie 
nerves: so that if a child puts its finger 
into the candle there is a certain al- 
most inconceivably small space of time, 
Huys the one-iiundredth of a secuiiJ, 
bofoco ho ftiols tlifi heat. In case, tlioii, 
a cliild'H arm were lout,' (uiougli to 
tfiucli the sun it, can be calculated from 
this known rate of transmission that 
the infant would have to live to be a 
man of 100 before it knew that ita fin- 
gers were burned.

6YSTEB RAiaiNQ. 



The prinpipal aim of the annual exhi- 
bition 'is to'enijourage tho various branches 
of industry and to suggest new paths-of 
entorprise which will toud to dovulop tho 
resources of the country. Ono of tho 
most interesting objects in thu late show 
■was a case of- native oysters in various 
Btaeo3;iof dev^lopinent exhibited by Mr. 
A. J! Molielfau. The particular interest 
attablied to these arises from tho fact that 
they represent an entirely new industry in 
this province, and ono thut is capable of 
threat expansion. Tho oysters wore im- 
ported from New York a year ago and 
planted a short distance above the Gorge 
bridge, where they have thriven and have 
propagated most, satisfactorily. In con- 
trast with this encouraL;ing result we 
note an article in a San Francisco paper 
of lato date which declares oyster raising 
in California to be, if not quite a failure., 
at least only a partial success. About 
8600,000 ia invested in the business and 
aeventy-fivo men are engaged in the work 
in San Francisco bay, which is thu only 
water in the state where oyster raising liaa 
proved at all successful. There is a na- 
tive California oyster, but it is small and 
inferior in flavor to tho eastern moUusk. 
The most successful oysters for planting 
in Oalifornia waters are found to bo those 
from Newark bay. The southern oystora 
are more . delicate and thorefoto the at- 
tempts with seed from thu famous bods of 
Chesupcako- and Mobile bays liavu not 
proved aalisfactorj'. It has been found 
that oysters thrive best where they have 
plenty of'- salt water and- a hard bottom 
free from mud "to attach themselves to. 
These conditions have been complied with 
in San Francisco bay, but tlieiu i? still a 
serious drawback — the changeiibiiity of 
the temperature of the water during tho 
summer. ' During a spoil of wurm wea- 
ther the transplanted oysters omit spawn 
freely; but when the warm weather is 
succeeded by cold winds the delicate 
"spats" receive a chill which is fatal to 
them. "If the wacm weather were con- 
tinuous here, even for a sliort time as it 
ia in tlie north," says a writer in tlie S. F. 
Chronicle, "tho spats would attain suf- 
ficient strength to resist tiie cold when 
the change camo. But this not being the 
case, they are caught before they have 
formed their shells and perish." It is 
only occiisioiially that a few manage to 
survive and unless at some time thoy be- 
come acclimated, California will have to 
plant imported seed. But it ia evident 
that we poaaes3 here the very requisite 
which San Fsancisco 'lacks — an equable 
summer temperature. The numerous 
little oysters clinging to tho large sheila 
which were exhibited by Mr. A. J. Mc- 
LoUan are the beat proof that could be 
given that this climate is suited for the 
thorough development of this favorite 
shell lish. Tho .-Vna as well as other 
sheltered spots oiler opportunities for 
greatly extending tho area of tho oyator 
beds, and it will show a great lack of en- 
terprise if within a year or two t!ie.so beds 
are not supplying the untiro local market 
as well as other loss fortunate localities. 

HAS GLADSTUNE GONE TO STA Y/ 

Previous to tho recent action of tho 
European powers in protesting against the 
division of tho Egyptian revenuas there 
was a steady improvement on the Lon- 
don Stock Exchange in the price of 
Egyptian bonds. This was due to tho gen- 
eral belief that the energetic action of tho 
government in sending reinforcements to 
Egypt means a reversal of the scuttling 
out policy, which was proclaimed in 
Gladstone's famous maxim, rescue and 
retire. It is evident now thut tho British 
troops have gone to Egypt to stay, and 
that tho outcome of Lord Wolseley's ex- 
pedition will be tho permanent occupation 
of the Soudan, and ita industrial develop- 
merit .by means of railroads and modern 
agricultural methods. This view is 
stren^hened by tho recommendation 
which it is believed is contained in tho 
letter from General Gordon, which is on 
the way to the government. The bnrden 
of the letter will, doubtless, be a plea for 
the retention of Khartoum, and in the 
preliminary letter, already received, from 
Gener.al Gordon, ho oxproaaea a strong be- 
lief that if hia advice bo followed ho can 
ensure the permanent pacification of tho 
Soudan. On the other hand, if his plana 
be.rejepted, he predicts serious disaster, 
all of which will be chargeable to tho 
English government. Tho London Daily 
Telegraph declares that the government 
has finally realized the necessity of a 
British protectorate over Egypt, and that 
this is the meaning of Lord Northbrook's 
journey to that country. What effect the 
protest of the' contonental powers may 
have on tho now policy of Gladstone a 
few days will show; but tho protest is 
regarded in London aa sulUcieiitly scu-ious 
to cause Egyptian bunds to recede in 
pr.ice. , ■ 

'^■^RBjtT^FOE THE WORLD. 

A great deal has been said lately about 
the over-stocked condition of the wheat 
market, and that tho supply is unusually 
largo is attested by tho fact that prices are 
lower than they liavo over been before. 
England, France, United States, Aus- 
tralia, India, and, indeed, all the wheat- 
growing countries, have had a wonderful 
!y productive year; and tho moat natural 
inforenco to bo drawn ia that tho world 
is producing too much wheat. But an ex- 
'atriination of the returns of past years 
leads us to believe that such is not the 
'case, and 'that the staff of life is never 
likely to beoonie a ' drug on the market. 
Statistics show that ono year's supera- 
bundance is generally required to make up 
tho next year's deficiency. In 1880 there 
was the same condition in the wheat trade 
as now exists. In that year tho world's 
wheat supply exceeded the demand by 
100,000,000, bushels, and prices accord- 
ingly continuod low until the, small crop 
of 1881 was reached. It was then ro- 
alizod that though tho wheat supply of 
1880 was vory largo, taken in conjunction 
with tho crop of 1881 it was very scanty. 
The crops of 1882 and 1883 wore just as 
unequal as those of 1880-81; but wJioii 
combined thoy produced a full supply. It 
is stated that with tho exception of a few 
cargoes still on tho way from California 
and Oregon to Europe, all tho wlio;it in 
existence is the product of 183'1. And as 
tho world has already commenced to con- 
^umo'%liifi''y|g?'8-^^^ will - be found, 
when combined with' next year's supply, 
to have been rioiio too largo.

— Ilarcnurt, aecro- 
tury of the home dopartineiit, Iiaa written 
to the oxploaive company urging tliu no- 
cosaity 'jf having their dynamite depots 
strictly guarded. The company stato that 
to comply with his request would involve 
an expense of £125,000, and render their 
competition with American and German 
dynamite manufacturers impossible. The 
sale of the latter ia practically uncon- 
trolled, while tho police in EuLjlaiid con- 
trol the sale of native dynaniitu.
